THREATENS TO STIR UP ROW 
More Than a Score ot Lives Letter Said to Have Been W ritten by 
President Taft. 


Washington. March 2.— Current ru­ 
mor has it a letter praising Senator 
Aldrich and Speaker Cannon and de­ 
riding the insurgent Republicans in 
congress has been written by Presi­ 
dent Taft to Lucius B. Sw ift of In­ 
dianapolis and it 
is threatening to 
stir up a row in the Republican ranks 
in congress and throughout the Cen­ 
tral W est, whore insurgency is rife. 
According 
to 
report 
the 
president 
takes the position in the letter that 
both 
Senator Aldrich 
and 
Speaker 
Cannon are entitled to just praise for 
their services to the country as legis­ 
lators, especially the former. 
As to 
Speaker Cannon the president is un­ 
derstood to have said that while he 
did not 
merit, perhaps, the 
eulogy 
given Senator Aldrich, at the same 
time he is not deserving of criticism 
aimed at him by the insurgents. 
It is further understood that the 
president states in the letter that the 
result of W estern insurgency w ill be 
a 
Democratic 
house 
of 
representa­ 
tives. which, in his judgment, may sat­ 
isfy the kickers in the 
Republican 
party. 
It is further said that some 
names of prominent insurgents in the 
house and senate appear in the text of 
the letter. 
W hat 
occasioned 
the w riting 
of 
such a letter is not yet public. 


Seattle, W ash., March 2.— Sweeping 
down the step mountainside on the 
west 
slope of the Cascade 
an av­ 
alanche of 
snow overwhelmed 
two 
Great Northern trains, three locomo 
tives, four huge electric motor en 
gines, and brought death to more than 
a score of persons, according to mea 
ger reports that have drifted in from 
W ellington, a station near the scene 
of the disaster. 
Most of the dead are believed to 
bave been passengers on the west­ 
bound Great Northern express bound 
/rom Spokane to Seattle, which has 
been stalled in the mountains since 
last 
Thursday. 
They 
were 
asleep 
when the slide came. 
The other train was the Transcon­ 
tinental Fast Mail, which carried no 
passengers. 
Twenty bodies have been 
recovered, fifteen or twenty are in­ 
jured, and 
twenty-five are 
missing. 
The two trains were in charge of Con­ 
ductors Parzybook and Pettit, both of 
Everett. 
The fate of tho train crews 
is not known. 
The private car of Superintendent 
O 'N eill of the W estern division of the 
Great Northern was attached to the 
express and buried with the rest of 
the train. 


Feared Secretary Longcoy Is Dead. 


It is feared that A. E. Longcoy, pri­ 
vate 
secretary 
to 
Superintendent 
O’Neill, is among the dead. 
O ’Neill, 
who has 
been 
directing the 
fight 
against the snow blockade for the last 
ten days, was not in the car at the 
time and escaped injury. 
The trains were overwhelmed near 
the west portal of the Cascade tunnel. 
A ll telegraph wires are down to with­ 
in fifteen miles of the slide and it has 
been impossible to obtain the names 
of the dead and injured. 
As soon as word of the disaster 
reached Everett, the Great Northern 
division point IOO miles west, a rescue 
train with physicians and nurses start­ 
ed for the scene. 
This was followed 
by a second rescue train carrying un­ 
dertakers, wrecking outfits and labor 
era. 
As sections of the railroad track 
have been carried away, farther down I 
the 
mountains, the 
rescuers 
could 
only get within fifteen miles of W e l­ 
lington and had to make the rest of 
the distance from Scenic, a station 
1,000 feet below the tunnel, by foot J 
through the mountains. 
B y taking a I 
trail they can cut this distance to 
three miles. 
The 
avalanche 
swept 
down 
the I 
mountainside shortly after 4 o’clock I 
in the morning. 
It was half a mile 
long. 
Most of the passengers on the 
train were asleep and 
received 
no 
warning of the danger. 
The trains i 
and locomotives were buried by the j 
debris and it was six hours after the j is known, 
avalanche before the rescue parties, 
made up from workers sent to attack 
the snowdrifts, located them. 


Residents of Town Killed. 


Reports received here say that the 
Great Northern i>ower house, which 
furnishes electric 
power to operate 
trains through the Cascade tunnel, and 
the depot and water tank were swept 
away by the avalanches and the rail 
road 
boarding 
house 
was 
badly 
wrecked. 
A number of the dead and 
injured are railroad men and 
resi­ 
dents of Wellington. 
The 
Spokane 
express 
has 
been 
stalled at W ellington since last Thurs­ 
day. 
The passengers have been eat- 
in,, at the railroad boarding house and 
at nearby cottages, but returned to 
the Pullm an cars at night. 
Tw o days ago several passengers, 
fearing a catastrophe of 
this 
kind, 
asked Superintendent O’Neill to have 
the train moved back into the C a scad e 
tunnel, where it would be protected. 
Mr. O’Neill is said to have declared 
that the train was perfectly safe on 
the siding at Wellington and ordered 
It left there. 
Reports of the number of passen 
gers marooned on the train vary. Tile 
railroad company claims that there 
were only thirty people on the train, 
but 
men who, tired 
of 
the delay, 
walked out over the snow to Sky­ 
komish, where they could get a train, 
say that more than sixty people were 
on board.

Washington, March 2.— The expect­ 
ed clash between Gifford Pinchot and 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson over 
the disputed question as to whether 
or not the secretary had given the 
former forester permission to write to 
Senator Dolliver the letter which re­ 
sulted in Mr. Pinchot’s dismissal oc­ 
curred 
before the 
Ballinger-Pinehot 
investigating committee. 
Mr. Pinchot declared he had dis­ 
cussed the matter at length with Sec­ 
retary W ilson and that he understood 
his superior officer had given him ex­ 
press permission to write to Senator 
Dolliver. 
Secretary W ilson immediately took 
the stand and asserted that while he 
had given Mr. Pinchot permission to 
write to Senator Dolliver concerning 
"departmental affairs,” he never did, 
and never would, have given him per­ 
mission to write a letter criticising 
the president of the United States. 


Became Somewhat Mixed. 


Under 
cross-examination, 
almost 
wholly by the Democratic members of 
the committee, Secretary Wilson was 
uncertain as to just what had passed 
between himself and the forester and 
became somewhat mixed at times as 
to just what letters the committeemen 
were referring to in their rapid fire of 
questions. 
The secretary reiterated 
again and 
again 
he never saw or 
heard of the letter Mr. Pinchot wrote 
until it was read in the senate. 
The elderly secretary of agriculture, 
who holds all records for cabinet serv­ 
ice. was 
plainly agitated when

Mr. Pinchot had been 
reluctant to testify to anything that 
would 
bring 
him 
into 
controversy 
with the chief under whom he had 
served twelve years. 
But the chair­ 
man insisted he should go into the 
matter. 
Mr. Pinchot declared that he and 
Secretary W ilson went so far as to 
discuss the executive order issued by 
President Taft forbidding subordinate 
officers of 
the various departments 
from giving information to congress 
and he added that the secretary said: 
“ You and I w ill have no trouble 
about that order.” 
Adm itting that his memory failed 
him as to certain points. Secretary 
W ilson always came back to the state­ 
ment that never, under any circum­ 
stances, would he have given Mr. Pin­ 
chot permission to write the letter 
which caused his separation from the 
service.

Reports from the flood district of 
Nevada are that water *s higer than 
for forty years, and portions of track 
are swept away as fast as it is re­ 
paired. 
The Reese river is reported 
as still rising. 
Advices from Caldwell, Ida., report 
that city In danger of destruction by 
the 
raging waters 
of 
Indian creek, 
which 
has 
suddenly overflowed its 
banks and inundated the En tire city. 
Already damage estimated at $200,000 
has been done, and unless the weather 
turns colder at once, the loss to prop­ 
erty will be doubled. 
Main street is three feet under wa­ 
ter, while Arthur street is a rushing 
river ten feet deep. 
Many are leaving the city and seek­ 
ing safety in the hills, while hundreds 
of persons have been driven to the 
second floors of their homes.
